In the Scientific American supple- 
ment for June 20, 1914, is an article 
showing the actual working results 
of the rapid filter at Tewksbury, 
‘England, on the River Severn, that 
will convince the most skeptical. In 
nvy Chemical Abstract Journal for 
three yearg past have appeared many 
articles, all telling of the successful 
working of rapid filtration plants on 
all grades of.river water, and the 
evidence is overwhelming that the 
filtered and treated water is purer 
and safer than arfy natural untreated 
water. And the Sacramento river 
is a pure mountain stream compared 
to the eastern rivers, showing these 
good results after filtration. 

Aside from this prejudice, what 
alternative project have wa oppon- 
ents of the river source présented to 
the people? The Hetch Hetchy is 
scarcely mentioned, for it too far 
in the future to do us any\good at 
present.
